1. ACCORDING TO MFA (MAHMOUD HATEF) THREE IRANIAN MILITARY 
OFFICERS WHO HAVE BEEN RECEIVING BRIEFINGS IN OTTAWA ON 
ICCS MATTERS, WILL RETURN TO TEHRAN ON SEPTEMBER 16. THESE 
OFFICERS WILL BRIEF OTHER IRANIANS HERE FOR A FEW DAYS 
BEFORE GOING TO SAIGON. 

2. MEANWHILE STAFF LT. COLONEL SHAHRDAR WHO RETURNED FROM 
SAIGON SOME DAYS AGO, HAS COMPLETED A WRITTEN REPORT ON HIS 
VISIT TO SOUTH VIET NAM. AMONG OTHER THINGS, REPORT CONTAINS
